THE SAMOAN DISASTER. 


Tue Honolulu Daily Advertiser of Nov. 4 says: 
Soon after the account of the terrible burricane 
in Samoa reached Honolulu it occurred to some of 
the worshippers in St. Andrew’s Cathedral that a 
suitable monument might be erected to the mem- 
ory of those who perished on that occasion, more 
especially to Capt. Schoonmaker and Paymr. Arme, 
both of the U.8. 8. Vandalia, who had m regu- 
lar worsbippers at the cathedral during their a | 
stay in thisharbor. The subject betng mention 
to the bishop of the diocese, was by him cordially 
endorsed, his lordship undertaking to communi- 
cate with Messrs. Clayton and Bell, of London. the 
famous artists in stained glass. On the arrival of 
Admiral Kimberly the suggestion of a memorial 
window was laid before him, and he at once re- 
sponded with a handsome subscription, and au- 
thorized the circulation of subscription lists 
throughout his equadron stationed at Honolulu. 
About the same time the sad news of the death of 
Comdr. I. E. T. Nicolls, so ae known and highly 
esteemed in Honolulu, when in command of H. B. 
M. 8. Cormorant, reached the city, and it was at 
once decided that the memorial should take a dual 
character, and that one light of a window in the 
cathedral should be dedicated to the memory of 
the captain and paymaster of the Vandalia, and 
the other to Capt. Nicolle. 

Sufficient funds having been collected, the order 
was forwarded to London by the bishop, and the 
window was sent out in the J. C. Glade, and is now 


in its place, being the first stained window in the 
nave of the cathearal, and is just westward of the 
South door. 


The right band, or Vandalia, window, bas for its 
subject, “ Christ stilling the storm,” and the left, or 
Nicolls, window is “Christ rescuing St. Peter,” 
each subject devoted by a suitable text. 

Unfortunately, owing to some unaccountable 
blunder of the artists, the dedicatory legend which 
should have been at the base of each window has 
been omitted, so that it does not, as does every 
other window in the Cathedral, at once proclaim its 
object by recalling the memory of those to whom it 
is dedicated, It is intended, however, to rectify 
this mistake as soon as it can be done, and mean- 
whiie the omitted inscription will be provided in 
Sempeemey material and affixed in their proper 
Places.

REPORT OF THE CHIEF NAVAL CONSTRUCTOR. 


THE gradual disappearance of the wooden vessels of the 
old Navy is foogitty hows in the annual report of Chief 
Constructor T. D. Wilson, just made public. 

During the past year the Pensa and Iroquois bave been 
put out of commission, and the Tallapoosa condemned and 
sold. The Ki and Hartford bave been exempted from 
the operation of the 10 per cent. limit for repairs, There are 
only nine wooden steam vessels in active cruising service 
viz.: Lancaster, second rate; Marion, Mohican, Kearsarge, 
Adams, Alliance, Essex and Thetis, third rate, and Yantic, 
fourth rate. Tbe following vessels are in ordinary ae 
to theaction of the Department: Pensacola, Omaha, - 
tara and Ii , all of which are at the Navy-yard, Mare 
Island, During the past year the Nipsic bas been fitted out 
as qu for officers on duty at the new naval station on 
Puget Sound. The Enterprise isto be turned over to Mas- 
eachusetts as a nautical schoolship. The only wooden ves- 
sels remaining on active duty are the and Mon- 

The Monongahela bas been completely overhauled 
during the past year, has bad a spar deck added, and is now 
a most efficient and serviceable training vessel. The James- 
town has been found unfit for further active service, and is 
now being temporarily as a hospital ship at Cape 
Charles, Va. The p' of work on vessels under con- 
tract.and those building at Navy-yards, is on the whole 
satisfactory, but, in many instances, has been greatly im- 

by the delay in supplying armor plates. It is be- 
ie however, that the contractors for armor are now in 
ition to fulAll their contracts with greater rapidity and 
jelay from this source will soon disappear. Fourteen

120,000, Norfolk; $140,000, Mare Island. The Bureau re- 
news its former recommendation that ail new ships of the 
Navy should be subject to progressive s trials, supple- 
mented by turning trials whenever practicable, and again 
asks for an experimental! tank. 

The recommendations for an Assistant Chief of Bureau, 
who sbail bave authority to actin the absence of the Chief, 
and for increase of pay to Chief Clerk and Chief Draftsman 
are estiy recommended: In view of the increasing de- 
mand for,the services of carpenters as new ships are put in 
com miesion, it is urgently recommended that appointments 
be made to fill the vacancies now existing, and that the 
minimum number be reestablished at fifty-one, the num- 
ber on the Navy Register in 1886. In conclusion the Bureau 
urges upon the Department the necessity of continuing 
the recent liberal policy of thoroughly equipping the var- 
ious Navy-yards for all kinds of building and repair work, 
and training a force of skillful mechanics capable of doing 
the intricate and difficult work necessary in the construc- 
tion and repair of modern ships of war. 


THE MARINE CORPS. 


The Commandant of the U.8. Marine Corps, Col. Charles 
Heywood, reports that the,detachments for the quarantine 
station at Sandy Hook, N. J., and for the Columbian Expo- 
sition and the demand for the new ship3is imposing much 
extra work upon his force, and itis rare tnat the men have 
better duty aday on anda day off. 

The disastrious fire at the Brooklyn Yard which damaged 
the engines of the U.S. 8, Cincinnati, was due to the reduc- 
tion in the number of sentioeis there. [tis recommended 
that the force be increased to the limit allowed by Sec. 
1,596, R. 8, This requires an appropriation, but no new leg- 
isiation. Provision should be made, however, for twelve 

. M. Sergeants. The Army act to prevent desertions 
soould be applied to the Marine Corps, and also the Army 
act to provide for deposits. The examination act has re- 
sulted in great benefit, — officers more diligent in 
studying their profession. he change in uniform has 
greatly improved the appearance of both officers and men. 

The recommendation for the classification of the Marine 
Band is renewed. The appropriation for Marine Barracks 
bas beea found insufficient, and $2,500 more is asked for, and 
$15,000 tor barracks at the Newport training station. The 
barracks at Sitka have been completed, anda won! has 
been in' uced into the Mare Island Barracks and officers 
quarters. Improvements in the comfort of the quarters 
tur the men have reduced the rtions 20 per cent. A 
further improvement resuits from the order allowing 
the addition to the company fund of the savings in ra- 


tions. 

It is asked that the Marines be assigned to the secondary 
battery of ships as they are required to be instructed in ar- 
tillery. The cholera duty required of the corps has shown, 
in u marked degree, the discipiine and efficiency of both 
officers and men, and the cheerfulness and ability of ma- 
rines to perform, on the shortest notice, all and any duty 
that may be required of them. 

The recommendation relative to the report of the board 
on promotion isr newed. Excellent results have followed 
the establishment of the schvol of Application at Washing- 
ton, D,C. The classes have, however, been limited by the 
extra demanos for auty. On Oct. 1, 1862, there were 911 men 
on buard ships in commission and 966 at shore stations—in 
all 1,877. The casualties during the year were 905. Lack of 
clothing suspended enlistments previous to Juiy 1, and it 
bas been found impossible to enlist since then the full num- 
ber allowed. $713,469.30 1s asked tor the coming year and an 
additional $153,384 to provide for enlistments up to the 
limit, viz., 974 aaditional men,

RECENT DEATHS. 


BRIGADIER-GENERAL Josepa H. Porrmr, U.S. A., 
retired, a weritorious and distinguished officer who 
was retired in 1886, died suddenly at Columbus, 
Ohio, Deo. 1. We reserve an account of his military 
career, dating since 1839, when he entered the Mili- 
tary Academy, until next week. 


Tue Army will be pained to learn of the death, 
Nov. 28, at Fort MoPherson, Atlanta, Ga., from 

acute inflamatory rheumatism, of that gallant vet- 

eran, Brevet Major-Gen. Richard Henry ;Jackson, 

leutehant-colonel, 4th U. 8, Artillery. A braver, 

better, more just and humane officer, and a more 

courteous gentlemen nover wore the uniform, and bis 

military record isa remarkable one. Born in Ire- 

land, he came to this country in early life and en- 

listed Deo. 12, 1851, in Battery L,4th Artillery. From 

private to corporal, from corporal to sergeant, from 

sergeant to lst sergeant he rose, and in September, 

1859, having proved himself a good and true soldier, 

he was apointed a brevet 2d lieutenant in his own 

regiment. On July 13, 1860, he was promoted a 2d 

lieutenant of the Ist Artillery, in 1861 a 1st lieuten- 
ant, in 1862 a captain, in 1880 a major in the 5th 

U. 8. Artillery, and in December, 1888, he had the 

supreme pleasure of going back to his old love, the 

4th Art., as its lieutenant-colonel. During the war 

his services were most distinguished. He was atthe 

defence of Fort Pickens, and soon afterwards went 

to the field in command of his battery, and as A. A. 

I. G. of the 10th Army Corps. In April, 1863, he was 
appointed lieutenant-colonel and A. I. G. on Morris 
and Folly Islands during the operations against Ft. 

Sumter, 8. C.; then A. Ll. G. and chief of artillery of 
the 10th and 25th Corps, Army of the James, and in 

May, 1865, was appointed brigadier-general of vol- 

unteers. He received seven brevets in all, major, 

lieut.-colonel, colonel and brig.-general of the Regu- 
lar Army for Drury’s Biuff, Newmarket Heights,and 
for general gallautry during the war, and the bre~ 
vets of brigadier- general and major-general of vol- 
unteers for his conduct on many a hard fought field. 
Since the war he has been a duty officer of the best 
type, a thorough disciplinarian, but just in all his 
dealings with hia subordinates. It may be remem- 
bered that when at Mt. McGregor on duty, when 
Gen. Grant lay there dead, he was struck by light- 
ning from the effects of which he never entirely re- 
covered. He was a areat favorite with the New 
York State troops, having been on duty more than 
once at the State Camp at Peekskill. Such is the 
brief record of the dead soldier, an honor to his na- 
tive land and the land of his adoption. The re- 
mains were brought North in charge of Capt. R. P. 
Strong, 4th Artillery, and were interred with mili- 
tary honors on Friday at West Point beside his only 
son, who died a few years ago while a cadet at the 
Military Academy. The pall bearers were Gens. 
Chas. H. Tompkins aud George D. Ruggles, Cols. 
John M. Wilson, Robert P. Hughes and Thomas F. 
Barr and Major W. L. Haskin. There was a large 
attendance of officers at the funeral. He leaves a 
widow.

ONE of the changes in important naval commands 
speculated upon for some weeks past has been au- 
thorized. Commodore Jcseph Skerrett bas received 
orders detaching him from the ,command of the 
Washington Navy-yard on Dec. 31 and directing 
bim to proceed immediately to San Francisco and 
assume command of the Pacific Station, relieving 
Acting, Rear Admiral Brown. He will be given an 
acting rear admiral’s appointment and will hoist his 
flag on the Mohican. Acting Rear Admirai Brown 
will be placed on waiting orders. [t has been stated 
that be will succeed Commodere Weaver in com- 
mand of the Norfolk 'Navy-yard. The latter, it is 
known, has applied to be relieved on Jan. 1 next, 
when his three years are up, but it is very doubtful 
if Acting Rear Admiral Brown will succeed him. 
The Secretary, we understand, bas some other offi- 
cer in view for the Norfolk Yard. Captain Jobn A. 
Howell, president of the Steel Inspection Board, is 
understood to be booked forthe command of the 
Washington Navy-yard and also as Inspector of 
Ordnence. Captain Wm, T. Sampson, who now fills 
that office, will, it is believed, succeed Commander 
Folger as Chief of Ordnance. The resignation of the 
latter will take place on Jan. 1.

OBEDIENCE TO ORDERS. 


THE Secretary of the Navy, in his action upon 
the case of Assistant Engineer Danforth, emphasizes 
the necessity for that unquestioning obedience of 
orders which is essential to the integrity of a mili. 
tary service. There can be no compromise with 
this principle, and it is evident that the Secretary 
does not intend topermit any. His own experience 
asasoldier has shown him the necessity for its 
assertion. It is what distinguishes between a mili. 
tary and an unmilitary body, and changes in or. 
ganization and methods cannot affect it. The 
power to compel obedience unquestionably has its 
disadvantages, for it is an unfortunate character. 
istic of human nature that the right to exercise 
authority carries with it the possibility tbat au. 
thority may be abused. The discretion committed to 
an officer to control the wills and to override the 
judgment of those under his direction is a trust, 
and it is in the nature of trusts that they are sub- 
ject to misuse. Unquestionably, individual rights 
should be protected, and those exercising the author- 
ity of the Government should be held to the strict- 
est accountability, but the road to a correction of 
the abuses of authority lies always through obedi- 
ence to authority. 

Admit the vontrary principle and the whole fabric 
of military subordination falls into ruins. If an 
officer may question the orders coming to him 
through the proper channels, so may he who issued 
an obnoxious order when appeal is taken in proper 
form to those above him. ‘‘Into the jaws of 
death; into the mouth of hell rode the six hun- 
dred.” And though some one had blundered, to 
this day no appeal has been taken from the orders 
consigning brave men to useless death, except to 
that manly sentiment which elevates to the dignity 
of heroes those who are ready tosacrifice themselves 
at the call of duty. Was the fate of the heroes of 
Balaklava less hard than that of an officer who is, 
or who thinks he is, being deprived of something of 
the cfasideration due to him? 

If there can be any reasonable doubt in the Navy 
as to the proper order of subordination it should be 
removed, andit would seem to be the intention of 
Secretary Tracy to make clear the Depart- 
ment’s understanding on this subject. There is dis- 
satisfaction in the Army because the prin- 
ciple of military subordination is, in a measure, in- 
terfered with by the independence of the staff de- 
partments, and General Sherman once threw the 
whole weight of his great influence, as the General 
commanding the Army, against this, but without 
result. It was entrenched in law and could not be 
disturbed. But it should exist, if at all, only asa 
matter of Jaw; never as the assertion of the right 
of personal independence. When the National 
Congress, as the Supreme Authority, interferes by 
legislative enactment the principle of subordination 
is still maintamed. 

Tne statemeut of general principles here pre- 
sented may seem tobe trite, but there would appear 
to be a necessity for it when we find it deliberately 
asserted in a journal aspiring to represent the ser- 
vices, that because an officer might possibly use his 
authority to demand of another personal attentions 
to which he is not entitled,he should therefore be de- 
prived altogether of the right to exercise authority. 
So far asa military service is concerned the asser- 
tion of such a principle is revolutionary. 








CONGRESSIONAL PROBABILITIES. 


WHILE the second session of the 52d Congress, 
which assembles on Monday next, will probably not 
be devoid of interest, it will be a pleasant surprise 
if any really important legislation affecting the Ser- 
vices should develop. Unless both Houses of Con- 
gross a.e of the same political complexion as the 
Executive branch of the Government, short sessions 
are rarely productive of any important legislation, 
outside of the regular appropriations for the cur- 
rent expenses of the Government. With a Demo- 
cratic House, and a Republican Senate, to act upon 
the recommendations of an outgoing Republican 
Administration, it 1s hardly to be expected that 
anything will be done that can be left until next 
year when the Democrats will be im fall control of 
all branches of the Government. 

The Services will fare well if no’ teduction ic 
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made in the regular appropriation bills. More 
funds will very properly be asked for new ships and 
for coast defences, but if the opinions of members 
of the Service committees with whom we have 
talked reflect the views of the Houses there will be 
no appropriations for these purposes beyond what 
is absolutely necessary to fulfil the obligations of 
existing contracts. A Democratic House having 
voted for twenty-one of the thirty-eight vessels of 
the new Navy that party can hardly be accused of 
an unfriendly spirit toward the Navy, and it is to 
be presumed that they will not reverse their policy 
concerning naval matters when they know that the 
sentiment of the country is strongly in favor of 
eontinuing the building up of the Navy until we 
have regained much of our lost prestige in this di- 
rection. The Democrats, however, apparently in- 
tend to let the question of further increase go over 
unti] next session, and about all that is expected in 
this line during the present session is an appropria- 
tion of about one million dollars to make the neces- 
sary payments during the year ending June 30, 1894, 
on the vessels already authorized. Army officials 
have little expectation of receiving anything for 
coast defences beyond what is needed for existing 
contracts. 

It is to be regretted that a more optimistic view 
cannot be taken of the prospects of special legisla- 
tion affecting,the Services, but as most of the desir- 
able bills involve an increase in appropriations they 
will encounter opposition from the ‘‘ watch dogs” 
of the Treasury, and it is to be feared that most 
of them will die with the session. There are sev- 
eral important Army measures well advanced and 
which might be brought to a successful issne if the 
House should show a disposition to act. These are 
the bills to reorganize the artillery and infantry, 
to increase the pay of non-commissioned officers, 
and to apply the system of lineal promotion to the 
lieutenants of the line. The two measures first 
named have passed the Senate and are pending in 
the House Military Committee. The latter has 
passed both Houses and is pending in conference. 
An effort may be made to get the conferences to 
act during the coming session. ‘The general im- 
pression is that the conferees are hopelessly dead- 
locked. Chairman Outhwaite, of the House Mili- 
tary Committee, expects to give public hearings on 
the artillery and infantry reorganization bill soon 
after the reassembling of Congress, and will prob- 
ably report the bill in some shape before the holi- 
days. The bill to increase the pay of non commis- 
sioned officers has been practically pigeon-holed, 
the Committee having so decided during the clos- 
ing days of the last session. Strong efforts, how- 
ever, will be made to revive it, and it is to be hoped 
they will not be fruitless. 

Few nayal measures of importance have ad- 
vanced far enough to give promise of favorable 
consideration before the close of the session. 
The only general measure in a forward state is the 
bill to terminate the reduction in the Engineer 
Corps. This bill has passed the Senate and has 
practically passed the House, that body having 
voted to put it on its third reading. The advocates 
of the Revenue Marine transfer bill are preparing 
for a final rally in its behalf and are speaking con- 
fidently of success. The line officers of the Navy 
are likewise preparing for a vigorous campaign 
against it. 

In our issue of August 20 last we gave a list of 
Army and Navy bills sufficiently far advanced to 
give them a chance of passage, showing their status 
at the time Congress adjourned. The Senate billto 
terminate the reduction of the Engineer Corps of 
the Navy is, with sixteen others, on the House 
calendar with a favorable report. Pending in the 
House Committee with others are Senate bills to 
allow Army officers the title and uniform of their 
brevet rank ; authorizing the President to return 
Mexican battle flags ; to make appointments to staff 
corps from the line of the Army; to retire naval 
bureau officers serving their full term with rank 
and pay of commodore.

is told of Henry Olay that he greeted one of his 
constituents, who was introduced as a newly mar- 
ried man, with a bearty sheke of the hand and the 
exclamation, “lucky dog!” The bachelor who 
followed him immediately was received with equally 
hearty greeting, as a ‘“‘ happy fellow!” In a simi- 
lar spirit of accommodation to circumstances, we 
extend our greetings to the lucky dogs of Annapolis, 
at the same time reminding the happy fellows of 
West Point that “‘ sweet are the uses of adversity,” 
and, as Byron tells us, ‘these vicissitudes come 
bestin youth.” The end is*not yet, and the best of 
all comes alike to vanquished and to victors: they 
have learned to Icve each other better, to respect 
each other more, and new ties between our sister 
services have been established for the future. What 
matters it if these young men gain some of their 
lessons in psrsonalfprowess at the expense of one 
another? In case of need they will be found stind- 
ing together for the public defence, and what each 
has learned of the art of war or any field will be 
the common possession of all. So, huzza for the 
victors and hail to the vanquished ! 

Tue Boston Journal evidently does not share the 
opinion of the N. Y. Herald concerning the Naval 
Chief of Ordnance, for it says of him: “ It is the uni- 
versal opinion in naval and admunistrati ve circle® 
that the Navy Department made a ten-strike when 
it placed Comdr. Folger at the head of the impor- 
tant Bureau of Ordnance, with the rank of commo- 
dore. This evergetio and brilliant officer bas for 
several years superintended the produetion of the 
powerful rifled cannon of the new Navy at the 
Washington Gun Factory, where he has built up 
from almost nothing an establishment which ia now 
a model to the world. At first designs, tools, ma- 
terial—almost everything except !abor—had to be 
procured abroad, but this was for a few months 
only. The industry was domesticated with mar- 
vellous rapidity, and instead of looking to Europe 
for the most advanced ideas in high-powered artil- 
lery Europe is now looking to us. Even the first 
guns produced from American steel by American 
labor surpassed in efficiency and workmanship the 
latest fruits of the great arsenals of Krupp and 
Armstrong. This handsome record has been weil 
maintained in our later experience, and it bas not 
been found inconsistent with marked rapidity of 
production—always a characteristic of American 
industry. Is there a single American citizen, what- 
ever his partisan bias, who questions that it has 
been intinitely better and cheaper for the United 
States to create a great plant and fabricate its own 
weapons, instead of depending upon foreign pro- 
ducers, as less enterprising and independent na- 
tions have done.”’ 














OnE excellent result bas fo'lowed our little differ- 
ence with Chili in the establishment of a better un- 
derstanding with that country and the increase of 
mutual respect between Chili and the United States. 
The Chilians are a people we should be on good 
terms with; there is no profit to either of us in 
quarrelling. The St. Louis Globe Democrat truth. 
fully says of them: They are “the Yankees of South 
America. They are alert, progressive, ingenious and 
give the almighty dollar as hota chase as any peo- 
ple on earth. The women are remarkably beauti- 
ful, and the men as fine alot of fellows as can be 
found on the earth. They are, for the most part, 
tall, broad-.shouldered, supple as Hindoos and brave 
as lions. The Chilians are not only a brave and war. 
like people, but their mountainous country affords 
abundant sites for fortifications as impregnable as 
Gibraltar or Quebec. All this talk about the Chili- 
avs disliking the American people is the veriest non- 
sense. They regard the United States as the grand- 
est country and the Americans as the greatest peo- 
ple on earth. We should cultivate the Chilians. 
They are a deserving people, and the glory of South 
America depe nds chiefly upon them.”

Two retirements for age of two veteran 4rmv 
officers wil’ take place on Sunday next, Dec. 4, 
Brig.-Gen. Ba: kwan Du Barry, Commirsary Gen- 
eral of Subsistence, and Col. Anthony Heger, Ar- 
sistant Surgeon-General. Gen. Du Barrv was gradu- 
ated from the Military Academy in 1849, was pro- 
moted to the artillery arm, and when the war broke 
out was appointed a cantain and commissary of 
subsistence. He rendered most efficient service 
during the war in several responsible capacities for 
which he received the brevets of lieuterant-colonel 
and colonel. He rose through the several grades of 
the Subsistence Department, and on July 10, 1890, 
was appointed Com mniseary-General of Subsistence 
witb the rank of brigadier-general in succession to 
Gen. Robert Macfeely, retired for age. Col. Heger 
was appointed an assistant-surgeon in August, 1856, 
and for his faithful and meritorious services during 
the war receiv i the brevet of lieutenaat-colonel. 
In January, 1891, he attained the grade of surgeon 
with the rauk of colonel, the grade being changed 
to Assistant Surgeon-General by the act approved 
July 27 last. Both officers pass from the active to 
the retired list to enjoy the rest they have earned 
80 well, with the good wishes and esteem of all with 
whom they have come in contact. 





Mr Irvrne “. Scort, the world-wide known head 
of the’ Union Iron Works, of the Pacific Coast, was 
at the Navy Department this week. His visit East 
18 to make arrangements for the ¢ ficial trial trip of 
the new coast defence vessel Monterey ; aleo in con- 
nection with the bids to be opened on Deo, 16 for 
building the two powerful vessels for the Navy. Mr. 
Scott reports that the Monterey is practically com- 
plete, with the exception of ber armored turrete, 
which cannot be put on for six months vet, owing 
to the delay of the Carnegie Company in furnishing 
the plates. Secretary Tracy has authorized that the 
turret armament be temporarily covered with tim- 
ber in order that there may be no delay in the trial 
of the vessel. As stated in the JOURNAL last week, 
the trial will take place some time during the pres- 
ent month. While the Union Iron Works will be 
exempt from any penalties for overtimein the com- 
pletion of the Monterey, they are unjustly made to 
bear the brunt of Carnegie’s delay in furnishing ar- 
mor by being compelled to wait for their payments. 
This is no small matter when it is considered that 
the firm is deprived of the interest on $400,000 for 
six months and, probably, for a year. 








One of the Luspector-Generals of the Army sug- 
gests in a report that it would greatly aid in hasten- 
ing the efficiency of the Hospital Corgs if authority 
were given to transfer inefficients to the line of the 
Army. The only question is would an inefficient 
Hospital Corps man be likely to make a fair duty 
soldier in the line. The question is open for discus- 
sion. 


Dr. FrirTHior NANSEN’S Vessel for Arctic explorr 
tion, the Fram (forward), was launched at Lauran 
Norway, Oct. 26. She is 98{[t. Jong on the water line, 
and her speed is calculated at 6 knots. Dr. Nansen 
expects to get to the North Pole by striking a North- 
ern current and comiog backin a Southern one, 
How long the jouroey may take hecannot tell. His 
ship is to be victualled for five years, and if the ice 
crushes bis vessel, which is of extraordinary 
strengtb, he and bis crew will shift their quarters to 
the ice, and camping there with provisions, coale, 
boats, etc., be still carried on with the floe. He exe 
pects to start from near the mouth of the Lena. His 
expectations are based upon the reported discovery 
of relics of the Jeannette upon an ice floe near Ju- 
liansbaab in Greenland. The Fram will leave next 
June.

ANNAPOLIS AND WEST POINT. 
THE ISSUE OF THE BATTLE—ANNAPOLIS WINS. 


THE great athletic event of the year, for both the 
Naval and Military Academies, was the football 
match between their respective teams on the home 
grounds of the latter. The alumni of no college are 
bound so closely together as are the graduates of 
either of these institutions, hence the intense inter- 
est manifested in the game by the officers of the 
Army and Navy may be better imagined than de- 
scribed. The middies arrived at West Point about 
noon, accompanied by a train-load of Navy people 
from Washington and New York, and were taken 
immediately to Grant Hall, where they had dinner. 
About 1 o’clock the two teams repaired to their re- 
spective dressing rooms to prepare for the approach- 
ing struggle. Special trains arrived hourly, the oc- 
cupants of which divided themselves according to 
their sympathies and paraded to the grounds to the 
music of horns, rattles and noisy instruments of 
every description. The grounds were roped in and 
the ropes backed bya guard of Regulars to keep 
the surging masses from encroaching on the 
chalked rectangle. The west side of the field was 
allotted to the Navy,the rendezvous being indicated 
by an immense silken banner of blue and gold. Op- 
posite floated the gray and black pennant, sur- 
rounded by the gray-clad cadets, mustered to en- 
courage their representatives within the lines by 
well timed yells. 

At1.50 the Navy team came bounding into the lines, 
headed by the big captain and diminutive “ young- 
est.’’ The reception they received beggars descrip- 
tion. The air literally shook and seemed full of blue 
and gold clouds. Five minutes later the Army boys 
trotted confidently into the opening to receive an 
equally hearty greeting from the bank of gray that 
lined the east side of the field. 

It had been previously arranged that Mr. Coffin, 
of Wesleyan, was to act as umpire, and Mr, Laurel 
Bliss, of Yale, as referee. 

The game was called at two o’clock, the middies 
winning the toss and choosing the ball. The West 
Pointers defended the North goal, leaving the 
South end of the field to be looked after by their 
doughty opponents.

The middies opened with a wedge that carried 
Bookwalter five yards into the enemy’s country. 
Izard buckled through the centre for three yards, 
aud another was credited to Reeves around Btacy. 
Bagley now panted the ball 25 yards, but it was 
brought back and given to the Army team for hold- 
ing ia the line. King was brought to a stop in an 
attempt to mob the centre,and came out of the 
scrimmage limping badly from a sprained ankle. 
An attempt was made to criss-cross the half backs 
and Johnson secured the ball to the Navy team on 
afumble. Izard bunted the line for a yard and 
then the ball was lost for holding in the line. Pat- 
tison carried the ball for five and was downed 
exactly on the centre line. imberlake lost a yard 
and gained a hard fall by a lightning tackle of Mc- 
Cauley.

The earnings of the past three 
years are said to assure8 per cent., as promised on 
the preterred, 10 per cent. on the common, and a 
suffivient balance for the expense of managemont. 
The present managers agreeto remain with the 
company for five years. Thenew Board of Direc- 
tors consists of F. A. Pratt, also president and man- 
ager, Amos Whitney as vice-president and superin- 
tendent, the Hon. Henry ©. Robinson, Rowland 
Smith, President of the American National Bank
